REMARKS /ARGUMENTS 

Claims 1-13 and 15-19 are pending. By this Amendment, the specification and claims 4, 
11-13, 15, and 17-18 are amended, and claims 14 and 20 are canceled without prejudice or 
disclaimer. No new matter is added. Support for the claims can be found throughout the 
specification, including the original claims and the drawings. Reconsideration in view of the 
above amendments and following remarks is respectfully requested. 

The Examiner is thanked for the indication that claims 1-10 and 17-19 are allowed, and 
that claims 13-16 would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
features of the base claim and any intervening claims. The allowable features of claim 14 have 
been added to independent claim 1 1 . Accordingly, independent claim 1 1 should be in condition 
for allowance, along with claims 12-13 and 15-16, which depend therefrom. 

The Office Action rejected claims 11-12 and 20 under 35 U.S.C, §103 (a) as being 
unpatentable over Choe Han-Jong, Korean Patent Publication No. 1984-0000974, in view of 
Hong, U.S. Patent No. 5,674,425. The rejection is moot in view of the amendments discussed 
above.
